The recommendation of a subcommittee that specific listing of items 
covered by the retail tax on lupsage replace the present "basket clause" 
has been approved by the House Ways and Means Committee. 











Committee approval indicates that there will almost certainly be 
enactment of the proposal by Congress later in the year, 


The "basket clause" repeal is one of many provisions in a large bill 
containing mainly technical changes in excise tax laws. Ring binders and 
briefcases made of plastic would be added in this bill to the many items 
which are covered by the ten percent luggage tax. 








Strong opposition to proposals to extend federal minimum wage standards 
to retail stores has been expressed to the House and Senate Labor Committees 
by the American Retail Federation and the United States Chamber of Commerce. 








Retail Federation President Rowland Jones pointed out that the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics is making a comprehensive survey of wages and hours in retail- 
ing at the direction of the last Congress. He said it is impossible to give 
consideration to legislation without having the results of the survey for 
reference, The survey is expected to be completed in the next few months. 


The Chamber of Commerce said that the extension of minimum wage laws to 
retailers would be inflationary in results. 


Even if extension is voted only for large retailers, small stores would 
feel the impact, the chamber said, in that non-covered retailers would be com- 
peting in the local labor market with covered businesses paying higher wages 


The AFL-CIO Retail Clerks International Association is pushing for the 
extension of the federal minimum wage to all employees of retailers whose 
annua] sales are in excess of $500,000, 


Legisiatures of 29 states will raise state taxes on business or on 
individuals during 1957, according to a prediction by the U. S. Chamber. 








The Chamber says that it looks like business taxes will be increased in 
12 states, sales taxes in 12 more, and personal income taxes in five states. 


Higher payroll taxes to pay for expanded coverage and higher benefits 
under state unemployment compensation laws are predicted by the Chamber in 
about half of the 45 states whose legislatures meet in ion during 1957. 





Asked why he was advocating substantial tax relief for small corpo- 
rations and not for small proprietorships and partnerships, House Small 
Business Committee Chairman Wricht Patman (D-Texas) recently explained that 
under the Internal Revenue Department Code, proprietorships and partnerships 
have the option of being taxe:: as corporations. 








He pointed out that if his move to get the normal corporate tax fixed 
at 22 percent for all incomes under $100,000 passes, all proprietors and 
partners, except those in the lowest personal income bracket, would find it 
advantageous to use the option of being taxed as a corporation. 


More support in Congress is swinging to the proposal of Senator William 
Fulbright (D-Ark.) to lower the normal corporate rate from the present 30 
percent to 22 percent and boost the surtax from the present 22 percent to 31 
percent. A group of 36 senators has come out for small business tax relief, 














House and Senate tax leaders have been playing a delaying game in an 
effort to head off the Fulbright amendment as a rider to the bill extending 
present excise and corporate taxes for another year to April 1, 1958. 


The House was supposed to take up the bill in late February, but the 
measure was recalled. The strategy of those opposed to tax reductions is to 
keep the bill off the Senate floor until the last minute, so that offering 
the amendment might delay the extension bill beyond the March 31 deadline, 


Even if the leadership is successful in keeping the amendment from being 
tacked onto the extension bill, the Fulbright proposal will not be dead. The 


Senate cannot initiate tax legislation under the Constitution, but Senator 
Fulbright can offer his proposal as an amendment to any minor tax bill which 
the House passes, and a number of small tax bills will come up later in the 
session besides the omnibus bill for technical changes in excise tax laws. 


Te Small Business Administration recently supported pending legislation 
to require large corporations to rive advance notice of intent to merge to 
the Federal Trade Commission and Justice Department. 











SBA Administrator Wendell Barnes told the House Anti-trust Subcommittee 
that the proposal "is satisfactory from a small business point of view" in that 
it would aid the enforcement agencies to administer the anti-trust laws. 


The military services are trying to get the House and Senate Armed Services 
Committees to approve proposals to expand the number of items which can be 
sold in post exchanges and ship's stores. 











Several years ago, the military stores cut way down on the number of 
articles handled as a result of protests to Congress by retail store operators. 


Proponents of fair trade pricing are drafting a bill to provide for a 
federal resale price maintenance law. This represents an attempt to reverse 
the trend of events which is undermining fair trade. Present federal laws 
Simply exempt state fair trade laws from anti-trust statutes.

SOME THOUGHTS ON CONVENTIONS 


he value of dealer attendance at 
conventions and trade shows 
| was at one time questioned by many. 

No longer is this the case. 

Through the efforts of numerous 
associations and other groups, the 
vast merchandising and management 
assistance these affairs provide has 
}won general enthusiastic acceptance. 
| But, now the average dealer faces 
a new problem. 

Which and how many exhibits, 

‘conferences and shows should he 
attend to reap maximum benefits at 
| justifiable expense? The general ac- 
. ceptance of these undisputably valu- 
V able meetings has brought about the 
| establishment of many, and the ques- 
tion of optimum return for dollars 
spent in attendance is one not easily 
answered. 
What focusses attention on the 
/ problem today is the fact that the 
first two of the stationery and office 
equipment industry's big conven- 
tions and shows were slated for 
March, and the programs for both 
were so very inviting that there was 
a natural desire to attend both. But, 
what about the other events to 
come? Can I justify attending all 
of them ? 

There is, of course, no clear-cut 
solution to the problem. Each dealer 
Must arrive independently at his own 
conclusions based on the type of 
products he features and are fea- 
tured at the show or convention, the 
travel involved, the subjects to be 
developed and their relationship to 
the weaknesses of his organization, 
and his budget covering such ex- 
plorations. 
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Yet, there are, it seems to me, 
several extremely important factors 
in this matter of trade conventions 
and show attendance that should be 
considered by every dealer in our 
industry. 

Every dealer should, now at 
the very start of the 1957 conven- 
tion season — give thorough, long- 
range consideration to his conven- 
tion plans for the entire year. Don't 
be a goer for the first six months 
of the year and then find it necessary 
to be a stayer-at-home the second 
six months because of budget prob- 
lems. Don’t pass up one event now 
in favor of another later without 
making certain your business plans 
will allow attendance at the second. 

The benefits that a dealer can 
reap at trade show activities are 
enormous and the dollars expended 
in attending several such activities 
run to a significant amount. It seems 
to me that this expenditure and the 
return you receive should, therefore, 
be as carefully budgeted and watched 
as any other significant expenditure. 

Yet, many dealers do little ad- 
vance planning of convention and 
show attendance. The most common 
answer to the question, “Are you 
going to the convention?’, is “I'll 
have to see what things are like at 
the time.” 

In connection with this advanced 
convention planning, it seems to me 
that each dealer needs to do a rather 


comprehensive inventory of his own 
personal attitudes about these ac- 
tivities before he embarks on any 
planning effort. What does he want 
most to realize from these affairs? 
Are the advices on management 
problems of most importance .. . or 
is the information on new products 
foremost . . . or is the meeting im- 
portant mostly because of the fellow- 
ship and relaxation. To do intelli- 
gent planning of convention attend- 
ance, a dealer certainly first needs 
to crystallize his own attitudes on 
the subject. 

Congeniality may be of greatest 
importance to one dealer, and a re- 
gional or sectional meeting of some 
nature could be the answer for him. 
For another, comprehensive discus- 
sions of some complex problems 
might be most desirable, thus a na- 
tional conference would be consid- 
ered best for him. 

Conventions and trade shows for 
1957 are underway. You can benefit 
enormously from them, for the as- 
sociations in our industry have 
turned gigantic energies toward pro- 
viding the industry's dealers with 
important guides in conducting their 
businesses. How much benefit you 
actually realize, however, is strictly 
up to you. 

Examine your convention attitudes 
carefully, and then plan for the en- 
tire year. Your returns, I’m sure, 
will be gratifying.

he actual size of a stationery store 

is not relative to the success of 
the firm when the operator applies 
true showmanship to his business. 

For the past ten years, Ray Brown 
has operated one of the smallest and 
the only outdoor stationery shop in the 
nation, an 18 by 12 foot booth in 
Farmers Market in Los Angeles, Calif. 
Typical of his success with various 
items he carries is his sales of greeting 
cards. Last year he sold over 3,000 
dollar cards, more than any other 
dealer in the entire United States for 
the particular manufacturer. 

Big sprawling Farmers Market, con- 
taining over 165 stores which gross 
around 13 million dollars annually, at- 
tracts tourists from all over the world, 
as well as being a popular shopping 
center for natives of Los Angeles. 
Foot traffic is extremely heavy. 
Brown capitalizes on this big sales 
potential by not only having a wide 
assortment of cards on racks, but by 
displaying large dollar cards as decor 
tions or posters on the walls and at 
eye-level height around the outside of 
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the stall, above the counters contain- 
ing other types of stationery. 

He changes the display often, select- 
ing eye-catching cards with humorous 
content which literally stop traffic. 
Passersby who pause to chuckle, 
amusedly linger and become customers. 
The lavish display of cards in prox- 
imity to other stationery increases the 
number of transactions which are 
double purchases, stationery plus cards. 

Unlike some stationery dealers, 
Brown feels that the sale of a card 
is an important enough deal to warrant 
taking a card down from the rack or 
display area and really talking up its 
merits to the customer. His infectious 
enthusiasm for the cards is a big fac- 
tor in his record-making number of 
sales. He has trained his salespeople, 
including the three attractive Chinese 
schoolgirls who sell for him on Satur- 
days, in the idea that their own genu- 
ine enjoyment of the mirth-provoking 
cards which he features is their best 
sales aid. He uses the phrase “Un- 
stuffy Stationery” to describe his shop 
and feels strongly that humor has a 
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This stationer believes that the best aid in exploiting humorous 
cards is the sales person’s own enjoyment ot them. Syivia Li, 
a schoolgirl who sells cards and stationery for Ray Brown on 
Seturdays, follows her boss’s example by taking a card down 
from the rack and promoting its sale with a big grin. 


rightful place in business. 

Personalized selling is another sales 
aid utilized here. Brown’s regular 
card customers come in or telephone 
him, saying that they have a friend 
in the hospital or about to graduate or 
some such occasion, and ask him what 
he has new in the way of cards that 
would be appropriate. He evinces an 
interest in the friend who is to re- 
ceive the card, asks a question or two 
and then recommends a card. This con- 
sulation service has built up his 
clientele of repeat customers and con- 
tributed to their acquiring the card- 
sending habit. An outstanding example 
of a repeat customer is a woman who 
last year bought around 50 dollar 
cards from Brown, each time con- 
sulting him in her choice. 

Remembering customers and _ sales 
is another way this stationery dealer 
cements his extremely friendly and 
personal tie with his customers. Weeks, 
even months afterward, he'll say to a 
customer, ‘Say, about that card you 
sent the couple who'd just had their 
fourth baby — what kind of a reaction 





An essential aspect in the sale of personalized stationery to 
transient trade is the ability to print the desired headings on 
the stationery rapidly while the customer is waiting.

did you get from them? How'd they 
like it?” 

To maintain contact with customers 
from foreign countries, he asks them 
to register in a guest book which he 
keeps for that purpose. Every so often 
he drops them a note, thus making 
sure that any fellow countrymen of 
their acquaintance who are about to 
pay visits to Los Angeles will be told 
to be sure to see Ray Brown at Farmers 
Market. 

As a free service with dollar cards, 
to please customers and _ increase 
sales, Brown addresses the enve- 
lopes with a very fancy type of letter- 
ing around which he sketches a little 
design or drawing, which makes each 
envelope unique. He also inscribes on 
the envelope some playful exhortation 
such as: “Hurry postman, she’s not 
expecting anything so huge,” or “It’s 
a valentine — of all things!” Seasonal 
cards he forwards to a locality with an 
appropriate name from which they are 
mailed bearing the postmark of that 
town. Valentine cards which he sells 
are mailed from Loveland, Colorado, 
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for instance, and St. Patrick’s Day 
cards from St. Patrick, Missouri, where 
they are cacheted with a big shamrock. 
With the same showmanship which 
he uses in all his operations, he ac- 
quaints the public with this service 
by placing several of these elaborately 
addressed big envelopes on display 
around the stall. 

As space is at a premium in his 
18 by 12 foot stationery shop, 
Brown by careful planning has utilized 
every inch, both inside and out, for 
display and sales purposes with the 
exception of a tiny cubicle along one 
wall. A pair of printing presses, oper- 
ated by two schoolboys in the after- 
noons and on Saturdays, turn out per- 
sonalized paper napkins and stationery 
in a matter of minutes. Brown 
also has two presses located in a ware- 
house for additional printing. 

The selling point of practically all 
of his personalized stationery, which 
rivals cards in popularity, is his use 
on it of the customer's given name in 
some jesting connotation or arrange- 
ment of lettering. He does a tremend- 
ous business in personalized paper 
napkins for bar mitzvahs, inscribed 
with the lettering run together as in 
'2Dasolsaman or  2Daimaman.” 
Another typical personalized paper 
napkin sale was made to a New York 
physician and his wife who stopped 
by and asked what inscription he could 
devise which would contain their 
names, Sydney and Myrtle. ‘Float 
Your Kidney with MyrandSydney” 
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Cards displayed not only on racks, but also in proximity to 
other stationery, promote double sales — stationery plus cards. 
Arranged eight deep, are sets of large correspondence cards 
with women’s names used humorously as headings. 


won him an order of 200 napkins. 

The biggest seller by far, however, 
in personalized stationery is 
Brown's sets of 12 kingsize corres- 
pondence cards with envelopes, at one 
dollar per set. The heading on each 
set of cards includes the name of a 
man or woman used in some whimsical 
or ludicrous phrase. In sets bearing 
women’s names, the best sellers are 
“Ruth and Consequences,” “All This 
and Helen Too,” and “From Jane’s 
Lame Brain,’ “Bull From Bill,” 
“Bruce Let's Loose,” and ‘Flash From 
Gordon’ are most in demand for men, 
although an infinite variety of others 
are on hand. It is Brown’s boast that 
there isn’t a given name for which he 
either hasn’t personalized stationery of 
this type ready or can’t devise a head- 
ing and have it printed in four min- 
utes while the customer waits. 

An integral part of his method of 
selling is fraternization with people 
who stop by to look at his display. 
He'll hear a woman murmur to a 
friend, scanning the display of person- 
alized stationery, “I'll bet they haven't 
got my name.” He always speaks up 
and says, “What is your name? If I 
haven't got something in your name, 
I'll give you a free dinner for two at 
Romanoff’s.”” That breaks the ice, the 
woman laughingly tells him her name 
and the sale is 90 percent made. Even 
the most unusual name doesn't stump 
him. To a woman named Fredonia he 
said glibly, “Which do you prefer — 
A Flash From Fredonia,” ‘Fiction 





From Fredonia,” or “In the Fredoni, 
Fashion?” We can make it up for you 
immediately.’” For any name in om 
mon use he has a wide selection gf 
headings already made up. To a cusp 
mer named Dorothy he'll rattle off) 
choice in a sort of singsony rhythm 
which seems to intrigue, “A S/ot From 
Dot,” ‘A Lot From Dot,” "A 

From Dottie,” and “Dirt from Dow 
“Direct From Dot,” “Dialogue Fram 
Dot,” and “Dorothy Dishes The Din 

He does no advertising, but the 
amusement which his customers derive 
from his ‘“Unstuffy Stationery” pub 
licizes his name over a large area, & 
pecially when they are tourists from 
distant points. 

With foot traffic ideally heavy, Ray 
Brown considers himself very fortunate 
to have obtained a location in Farmers 
Market to operate a stationery shop. 
The waiting list for stalls in this 
market is filled with so many appli- 
cants that it was two and a half 
years before he could get in. As for the 
space limitations of his stall, he te. 
calls the reaction of one woman who, 
even though she was jostled around at 
Christmas time by the surge of cus 
tomers in and around his booth, beg. 
ged him not to enlarge even if he 
could obtain more room. She named 
a well-known stationery store and said, 
“I used to go there all the time before 
they expanded. Now when I walk in, 
I don’t see anybody I know. It's like 
going into a department store. Don't 
spoil this place by making it big.” 


Space may be at a premium in Ray Brown's stationery stall 
in the Farmers Market, Los Angeles, Colif., but a 
line of customers has resulted in the establishment of 
time national high in the sale of Hallmark dollar cards.

The sale of cards during the Christmas season 
usually requires additional display area to 
handle the large volume of traffic. The J. K. 
Gill Company, Portland, Ore., uses a section of 
the office furniture department to provide space. 
This store emphasizes personal service, so the 
method of display is a departure from the 
widely accepted use of manufacturers’ racks 
and tiered card displays. Instead, boxed as- 
sortments on wide gondolas offer a large 
variety of cards in such a way that one cus- 
tomer does not obstruct the view for others. 
As the season advances the plan engenders a 
friendly spirit among the customers around the 
gondola. 


The greeting card section of the Hayward 
Company, Hayward, Calif., takes advantage 
of an otherwise, awkward, narrow space. This 
card department is contained in a 12-foot wide 
area that is 50-feet long. Cards and gift wrap 
materials account for 5 to 10 percent oi 
the store’s volume. 


Installation of a new greeting card rack with 
ten vertical pockets has boosted sales of greet- 
ing cards in Crawford’s, Five Points, El Monte, 
Calif. Utilizing two 3-foot ends, the total dis- 
play of every-day cards covers 28 feet. In 1956 
sales showed an increase of 11 percent over 
1955, although the firm used nearly twice the 
footage in the latter year for the old six-pocket 
racks. By removing portions of bulk-pocket 
fixtures space for boxed cards can be arranged 
on a flat table surface in the back section.

Reconstructing a sales interview is 

probably one of the best methods 
available to salesmen seeking to im- 
prove and sharpen their sales tech- 
niques. 

After you have called on a pros- 
pect or customer, think back step by 
step what happened during a sales 
interview. Analyze your own state- 
ments for appropriateness in respect 
to what was said by the man you were 
interviewing. A detailed analysis will 
help avoid making recurring mistakes 
with the same prospect and possibly 
with other prospects. 

Also, you may realize that the way 
in which you handled a certain situa- 
tion was effective and through such 
realization you should be able to adapt 
the technique to other situations. 

Ask yourself as you reconstruct a 
sales interview: “Did I talk too much 
or too little during an interview?” 
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A successful salesman has suggested 
the following five-part standard as a 
basis for deciding whether you talk too 
much or too little: 

A. Getting attention and acceptance 
of your sales — A salesman talks 
75 percent to 85 percent of the 
time in this portion of the inter- 
view. 

B. Evaluating buyer's interests, needs 
and buying practices — In this 
phase a salesman talks 15 percent 
to 25 percent of the time. 

C. Presenting your product lines and 
specific products — Here a sales- 
man talks 45 percent to 55 percent 
of the time. 

D. Demonstrating your products, quot- 
ing prices, and meeting competi- 
tion — A salesman will talk 55 
percent to 65 percent of the time 
on this subject. 

E. Asking for the order and handling 


after-sale details — Salesmen talk 
75 percent to 85 percent of the 
time in concluding the sales pre 
sentation. 

If a salesman controls the Opening 
and closing phases of an interview, 
he will talk far more then than durin 
the second, third and fourth phases 
of an interview. 

Another salesman, commenting 09 
the above standard, countered: “} 
is difficult to segment selling parti. 
cipation on the basis of phases and to 
the exact percentage to which a sales. 
man should dominate the conversa. 
tion during each phase — but in Spite 
of that, I do feel the idea is a good 
one and I would say a salesman should 
never speak more than 60 percent of 
the total time used for a sales inter. 
view.” 

The important point of the above 
discussion is that any sales interview 
should be a two-way conversation be. 
tween you and a prospect and nota 
monologue. 

Flagrent violations of good sales- 
manship are shown in this interview: 
Salesman: How are you Buckley? — 

I happen to be in this part 
of the city and I thought 
I'd stop in. You don’t want 
anything, do you? 
Buyer: No, nothing right now. 
Salesman: How was New Year's? 
Boy, did we have a patty. 
A gang of us got together 
and they really got looped. 
I'm sure glad that one's 
past. You don’t buy any- 
thing from that outfit, do 
you? (Pointing to an im 
voice on Buyer's desk). 
They are a pretty lousy 
outfit with just so-so paper 
products. 
I’ve been buying from them 
30 years — they're one of 
my best suppliers. 
Salesman: Well, we've got some 
mighty fine suppliers, too. 
I won't be needing any- 
thing right now, and my 
wife is expecting me home 
for lunch. I've got to be 
going now. 
Salesman: She can wait — this wont 
take much longer. One 
other thing, Buckley, you 
know me. We have a big 
warehouse and our trucks 
deliver this whole area.

They work the fanny right 
off you and you don’t even 
get a thank you. I’ve had a 
bad back all week. Have 
you gone to a doctor lately ? 
Man — can they charge — 
talk about the price of 
paper — those guys are 
highway robbers. 

Getting back to business 
for a minute — let me ask 
you, do you stock —— 
paper? 

Ah 
Well, you should know. 
Don’t believe any of that 
old stuff our competitors 
have been telling about 
our paper curling. It just 
ain't so. Think about it for 
awhile. We'll talk about it 





some more next time I 
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come around. You might 
want some by then. You 
don’t want to order any- 
thing today, do you? You 
know, things are pretty 
tough. I haven’t had an 
order for two weeks. Every- 
body’s talking good busi- 
ness but I haven't seen any. 
I think we're headed for a 
bust if things keep on the 
way they're going. You just 
can't keep spending and 
spending — it’s got to stop 
some place, and boy, plenty 
of those G.I. veterans will 

really get cleaned out — 30 

and 40-year mortgages on 

homes — who ever heard 
of such a thing. It isn't 
sound business. 

Well, we had a pretty good 

year. 

Salesman: You're lucky! There are 

lots of businesses I call on 
that are way below 1956. 
Say, did you ever go to 
Florida in the winter time? 
That’s for me. This cold 
and snow is enough to drive 
a man nuts. Talk about sun- 
shine — Florida really has 
it. I wish I were down 
there right now. If you do 
go down, Buckley, stay in 
Fort Lauderdale — that’s 
the spot. 
Well, it’s been nice talking 
to you. I guess we've cover- 
ed a lot of ground, Buck- 
ley, but that’s selling. 
Yak—Yak—yak. I'll be 
back in about a month or 
so. See you then, man. 
You will probably find it of value 
to practice analyzing before recon- 
structing. Then scrutinize your sales 
interviews, comparing them with the 
above sales interview, and see if you 
agree that the salesman made the fol- 
lowing errors: 

Mistake 1—Just “happening in’’ to 
see a prospect does not provoke a 
favorable reaction. 

Mistake 2—A negative approach — 
“You don’t want to buy anything, 
do you?”” — does not put a prospect 
in a buying mood. 

Mistake 3—Typically prospects are 
not interested in whether a salesman 
“lived it up’’ on New Year's or any 
other day for that matter.

Mistake 4—Criticism on a prospect 
for doing business with a competitor 
will not win that prospect's ap- 
proval. 

Mistake 5—A prospect should be 2 
very close friend before you tell 
him, ‘Your wife can wait.” 

Mistake 6—Interruption of a pros- 
pect who has asked, “Well, do you 
have any 2” certainly will not 
be conducive to making sales. 

Mistake 7—Prospects are seldom in- 
terested in a salesman’s complaints 
about his job or his company. 

Mistake 8—The use of slang — and 
particularly vulgarity — may of- 
fend many prospects. 





Mistake 9—Most prospects are not 
interested in a salesman’s health 
problems. 

Mistake 10 — Spreading pessimism 


concerning business conditions does 

not encourage a prospect to be in- 

terested in making a purchase. 

Mistake 11—Giving a viewpoint on 
controversial issues such as mortgage 
policies is dangerous. 

Mistake 12—Monopoly of the inter- 
view by the salesman’s talking too 
much is annoying to any buyer. 

Mistake 13—Impressing the prospect 
by a casualness in approach may be 
less effective than a businesslike 
demeanor. 

No doubt few salesmen remain 
salesmen if they have made as many 
mistakes as were made by the sales- 
man in the example cited above. A 
salesman can, however, very easily 
slip into the habit of making a few 
such mistakes if he doesn’t check up 
on himself from time to time. 

Your general manager or sales man- 
ager to whom you report can develop 
you into a mediocre salesman — but 
you alone can make yourself a top 
level salesman. 

Many salesmen argue, “If I attempt 
to improve my sales technique I no 
longer will be natural but may make a 
false impression on prospects.” There 
is some truth in such a statement. 
However, just doing what comes natu- 
rally does not always make a favor- 
able impression. 

After practicing and adopting new 
sales interview methods, they can be 
better and still just as natural as 
those which have been discarded. 

Ask yourself at the end of each day, 
what have I done today to improve my- 
self as a salesman?
